STRING OF RAIDS 
NET ILLEGAL CIGS

A MASSIVE haul of illegal tobacco and 
cigarettes as well as counterfeit DVDs has 
been seized in series of surprise raids on 
shops in Haringey. 

The swoops were carried out last Tuesday by 
customs and trading standards officers. 

They were aimed at cracking down on the crim¬ 
inal racket and catching traders who try to dodge 
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paying the tax duty on tobacco to Customs and 
Excise. It was part of a joint operation with a total 
of 43 retailers being visited in both Haringey and 
neighbouring Enfield. 

Seven shops were found to be selling illicit packs 
of fake cigarettes as well hand-rolling tobacco. 

It included 11,780 cigarettes, 14.35 kilos of 
hand-rolling tobacco and 4.8 kilos of shisha 
tobacco and it is estimated that a combined 
£6,984 in tax duty would have been evaded by 
their sale. 

Officers also recovered a total of 800 DVDs. 

“The sale of illegal tobacco will not be toler¬ 
ated by us or our partner agencies,” said David 
Margree, assistant director of |HMRC’s fraud 
investigation service. 

“Disrupting criminal trade is at the heart of our 
strategy to clamp down on the illicit tobacco mar¬ 
ket, which costs the UK about £2.4billion a year. 

“This is theft from the taxpayer and under¬ 
mines legitimate traders. 

“We encourage anyone with information 
about the illegal sale of tobacco to contact the 
24-hour hotline on 0800 59 5000,” he added.

Peray Ahmet, Haringey Council’s cabinet 
member for environment, said it would prose¬ 
cute anyone found to be breaking the rules. 

“This operation will send a clear message to 
traders across the borough that we will not 
tolerate tax evasion or the sale of illegal 
cigarettes,” he said.

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Relief for residents as 
land auction is shelved

RESIDENTS have won another victory 
in blocking Enfield Council from selling 
a treasured area of green space. 

They are fighting a decision to auction 
off a plot of land at the junction of 
Albany Road and St Stephens Road, in 
Enfield Lock, as they fear it will be 
turned into housing. 

The land, just under quarter of an acre, 
was set for auction today (Wednesday) - 
but after Enfield Lock ward councillor 
Nneka Keazor asked for a postponement 
for further consultation with residents, 
this has been shelved so that “back¬ 
ground issues” can be considered. 

The auction came to light after a sign 
was put up on the plot. 

Residents successfully petitioned 
against the council’s plans in 2004 when 
were told by ward councillors the land 
was registered and could not be sold. 

Residents’ association chairman Chris 
Theodorou, who has lived in Albany 
Road for 21 years, feels “betrayed” by 
the council and is concerned that more 
housing will make the area an even big¬ 
ger hotspot for road accidents. 

“It’s a safety issue for a start,” he 
explained. “There have been accidents at 
the junction and a few near misses.” 

Parking is also a concern. “It’s hard to 
find spaces in the road as they’re taken 
up by shop owners and businesses,” 
added Mr Theodorou. 


Valerie Collins, 77, who lives in 
Albany Road, said: “I’m worried about 
overcrowding if flats are built here,” 
while fellow resident Dilip Singh, 34, 
who has three children, said: “After 
shopping with the kids I often have to 
drop them off at the house first and then 
park because I can never find a space.” 

The plot of land also serves as the 
nearest outdoor playing area for children 
in the summer. 

“Children have always played on it,” 
said Edward Collins, 79, who also lives 
in Albany Road. “My children used to 
play on it and now my grandchildren do. 
We can watch them while standing 
across the road.” 

A council spokeswoman said: “Follow¬ 
ing discussion with residents we have 


decided to withdraw the property from 
the December auction to enable further 
consideration of the background issues 
and to look at this matter in more detail.” 

Enfield North MP Ryan, whose sup¬ 
port was enlisted back in 2004, said: “I 
urged the then council to give significant 
weight to the concerns of residents, to 
the impact on traffic levels of any pro¬ 
posals and to the value of open space in 
densely populated residential streets.” 

“The case remains the same today and I 
have already had a meeting with the chief 
executive and leader of the council to dis¬ 
cuss this issue. The proposed auction of 
the land has been withdrawn, but this may 
not be permanent. I think it is very impor¬ 
tant that residents are kept fully informed 
and are consulted on this matter.”

Be wary of 
puppy farms, 
says RSPCA

VOLUNTEERS from an animal 
charity are warning families to 
beware of buying from puppy farms. 

Trish Smith, who runs Chingford 
RSPCA, says that more than 30,000 
puppies are imported into the UK 
every month from Ireland and 
Europe and buyers should demand 
to see the puppies with their mum. 

She told the Chingford Times: 
“Some breeders go as far as to 
get another dog and pretend it is 
the mother. 

“The mum’s teats should be 
enlarged. If not, you may well possi¬ 
bly end up with a pup from a puppy 
farm and they are very poorly. 
“After buying the pup, they will 


deteriorate very rapidly, literally 
within a few weeks, sometimes, just 
a few days.” 

Trish urged anyone who wanted a 
dog to visit an animal charity. 

She added: “With the RSPCA, 
the dogs are vaccinated, although 
they are not cute puppies, you know 
they are not from a puppy farm 
because those pups don’t live for 
very long. 

“The whole country is flooded 
with these poorly cute little pups, it’s 
very sad. 

“Always investigate the breeder, 
as well as asking to see mum, inves¬ 
tigate whether they belong to the 
Kennel Club. 

“Always try an animal charity as 
buyers have the full back-up of the 
charity behind them.” 


...and make sure Christmas present is for life 


PEOPLE are also being urged not to buy an ani¬ 
mal “just for Christmas”. 

The RSPCA is advising families to make sure a 
dog is wanted for life before they buy. 

The charity says it sees a spike in calls from 


people who no longer want a dog after Christmas. 

Trish Smith, from Chingford RSPCA, said: 
“After Christmas, we get a lot of calls from people 
who have changed their mind. Sometimes a puppy 
is an impulse buy, which is not fair on the animal.

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Tragic mum urges support 
for hospice’s festive appeal

A MOTHER who lost her first baby to a rare neu¬ 
rological disorder and faces the prospect of the 
same happening with her second child is urging 
Chingford families to help a hospice. 

Keeley Johnson is raising awareness of her 
story as part of this year’s Christmas appeal for 
Haven House Children’s Hospice. 

She wants families from Chingford and sur¬ 
rounding areas to dig deep and make donations to 
Haven House during the festive period in order to 
support other life-limited children and their fami¬ 
lies throughout north-east London and west Essex. 

After coming across the heartbreaking story, 
TV star Sam Faiers urged her fans to make dona¬ 
tions during a visit to Haven House as part of 
Giving Tuesday. 

Keeley’s son, Logan, was born on December 1, 
2015 with Leigh syndrome - a severe neurologi¬ 
cal disorder which causes rapid muscle weakness 
that affects mobility, feeding and breathing. 

Keeley lost her first baby, Evelyn, to the 
condition in 2014 when she was seven months 
old. Haven House cared for Evelyn during her 
short life, providing Keeley with time for pre¬ 
cious memories. 

Keeley was still grieving the death of her first 
child when she found out she was four-and-a-half 
months pregnant with Logan. 

Keeley was terrified that Logan would also 
have Leigh syndrome. He appeared healthy at 
first and Keeley thought she could enjoy being a 
mum again. 

However, at five months Logan stopped drink¬ 
ing and feeding and began to cry a lot. She was 
told he had reflux, but Keeley knew in her heart 
that he, too, had Leigh syndrome. 

Not long after her worst fears were confirmed. 

Haven House is now supporting Keeley and 
Logan through another difficult journey. Logan 
has lost his smile, makes no sounds and is not 
able to sit up. 

Keeley said: “I lost my precious Evelyn at seven 
months old, so this Christmas is special to me as 
I am fully aware that it could be Logan’s last. 

"It’s so comforting to know that Haven House 
will be there for Logan when the time comes, just 
like they were for Evelyn.” 

Over the last few months Logan has developed 



epilepsy and has about ten seizures a day, the 
majority of at night which means Keeley is not 
getting much sleep. 

Keeley added: “Much of my time is spent alone 
with Logan.

“The one trip we do look forward to every 
week though is to have music therapy at Haven 
House. Logan gets so excited, he reaches out and 
listens and I see expressions on his face that I 
have not seen before. I like to think he is trying 
his best to smile at his mummy. 

“I know that when the time comes to say good¬ 
bye to Logan, Haven House will be there to sup¬ 
port us for as long as we need it. You cannot 
overestimate how much that means to me.”

End of the roe 
for deer hunters 

DEER hunting in Epping Forest is coming to 
an end. 

At the moment, there are areas where hunting 
is permitted and the City of London Corpora¬ 
tion, which looks after the forest, currently has 
a contract with a local club for hunting deer. 

But the corporation has said the contract will 
no longer be applicable after January 6, 2017. 

A spokesman for the City of London said: 
“We have terminated the contract with Capreo- 
lus Club for the management of the deer popu¬ 
lation on the Epping Forest buffer lands. 

“We have listened to the views of our visitors 
and have taken this decision to reflect public 
concern. 

“The Epping Forest committee will now 
investigate options and decide on an alternative 
way forward for sustainable deer population 
control on the Epping Forest buffer lands. 

“A decision will be made in the best interests 
of both the ecology of the area and its visitors. 
Until a suitable replacement can be found, the 
deer population will be managed by our fully 
qualified forest keepers.”

I chaired the governing 
body and the finance committee for 
many years. 

Although I am not privy to the seem¬ 
ingly excessive costs quoted by Mr 
Taylor, I believe I am qualified to reas¬ 
sure Enfield residents that the vast 
majority of learning disabled children 
live with their families, who make 
huge sacrifices to provide the required 
care for their beloved children - at 


all Cubs - and 

helping in their communities and this 
year is no different. Through our A 
Million Hands project, Cubs in Enfield 
have been helping to make their com¬ 
munity a better place to live and work. 

I would also like to shout out to the 
volunteers in Enfield for their dedica¬ 
tion each week to giving Cubs the 
chance to experience big adventures 
and take part in activities that could be

Olive, teacher and Guides 
leader, dies at age of 102 



Life devoted to young people: Olive Tasch, who was leading light in the Girl Guides

A DEVOTED teacher whose work touched thou¬ 
sands of lives has died, aged 102. 

Olive Tasch was a well-known teacher in 
Enfield and was also a leading figure in the 
Guiding movement in Barnet. 

She grew up in Hornsey and later lived in 
Winchmore Hill Road, Southgate. She trained to 
be a teacher and took up her first post at Raglan 
Primary School, in Bush Hill Park. 

Ms Tasch continued to teach throughout World 
War II before moving in 1955 to the then new Firs 
Farm School, in Palmers Green, as deputy head. 

She taught a range of subjects at primary level 
including English, history, arithmetic, needlework 
and nature study and later became headteacher 
responsible for the junior section of the school. 

She built up a wide network of friendships, 
many around her main interests in Guiding and 
the Townswomen’s Guild. 

Ms Tasch joined the Girl Guides and was a 
committed member of the movement for most of 
her life. 

She became a Guide captain, initially in the 
1st East Barnet group, before starting the 
5th East Barnet Guides. She was district com¬ 
missioner in Barnet for many years before 
becoming division commissioner. 

She became a member of the East Barnet 
Trefoil Guild and was also involved with 
Northern Heights, the Guides’ campsite in 
Elstree, and was a member of the County 
Associates Guiding group in eastern Middlesex. 

Ms Tasch was also a long-time member of 
the Townswomen’s Guild and regularly 
attended meetings and events of the Southgate 
Monkfrith Guild. 

Her cousin, Philip Tasch, 74, from Welwyn 
Garden City, said: “People have said she was 
such a lovely woman, having a strong sense of 
humour. Her life was devoted to young people. 


“As she got older, she would say: ‘I might be 
going deaf, but I’m not daft.’ 

“Many generations of young people have ben¬ 
efited from her guidance.” 

She moved to sheltered housing in Blake 
Court, Newsholme Drive, Winchmore Hill, for 
her final 20 years to maintain her independence, 


but she needed increasing care in her last few 
years. She regularly joined services at Southgate 
Methodist Church. 

Ms Tasch, who was unmarried, died on 
December 2. Her funeral service is due to take 
place at New Southgate Crematorium, in 
Brunswick Park Road, on Friday at 3.45pm

Residents are being urged to sign 
up for the national organ donation 
register during this month’s cam¬ 
paign, which asks “What are you 
waiting for?” 

Enfield became the first local 
authority in the UK to provide a l ink 
to join the register via its website in 
the autumn. 

Krystle Fonyonga, the cabinet 


member for community safety and 
public health, is urging more people 
to sign up as the campaign gets 
under way. 

“There are about 20 per cent of 
people on the register,” she said. 
“Unless they sign up to register, 
hospitals can do nothing. It takes 
two minutes to sign up - it takes two 
minutes to save a life. 

“We are trying to make a push for 
people to sign up for it and raise 
awareness. 

She added: “In Enfield ,78 people 
right now are waiting for an organ. 
Unless people get on to the register, 


there’s a risk they might die. It’s 
heartbreaking.” 

Across the UK, there are 6,500 
people on the organ donation list 
waiting for the match which could 
save their lives. 

This month’s hard-hitting campaign 
reminds people that “faffing can be 
fatal, loafing can be lethal”. 

It challenges people who find it 
frustrating to wait two minutes for a 
bus to imagine how it feels to wait for 
months for a donor. 

Caroline Baker, Enfield Council’s 
project officer with the consultation 


and resident engagement team, was 
born with kidney failure and had 
to wait while potential donors 
were tested. 

Her brother proved to be a match 
and she was given a life-saving kid¬ 
ney transplant ten years ago. 

“A few months after he had under¬ 
gone tests he donated to me,” she said. 

Ms Fonyonga said it was important 
that would-be donors discussed their 
decision with their families so every¬ 
one was aware of their wishes.

Leisure centres record boost in 
visitors as residents get active 


THE number of people getting 
active in Enfield has soared by 
nearly 40 per cent in the first six 
months of this year. 

Leisure centres across the 
borough welcomed 8,252 more 
young people doing sports 
activities between January and 
June, compared with the same 
period in 2015. 

Overall, 21,711 young people 
went through the doors at the 
four leisure centres in Enfield for 
a sports session in that time- up 
from 13,459 last year. 

The number of adults turning 
out for a sports session jumped 
from 13,280 in the first half of 
last year to 15,900 for the same 
time this year. 

Enfield Council said that the 
number of young people who had 


visited leisure centres between 
January and June increased by 
42,802 this year to 441,133. 

The council is encouraging 
people to join its Move More 
campaign, which urges adults to 
do 30 minutes of physical activity 
a day and children to be active 
for an hour. 

Krystle Fonyonga, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
community safety and public 
health, said that the increase 
was welcome, with residents 
“getting off the couch and 
participating in sporting sessions 
in greater numbers”. 

Krystle Fonyonga took 
swimming lessons at an Enfield 
leisure centre during the summer 
and also learned to cycle safely 
as part of her fitness campaign.

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No time frame for 
Tube train repairs

PICCADILLY line misery will continue for com¬ 
muters with no end in sight. 

Travellers are still suffering severe delays on the 
Underground service as Transport for London 
works to repair damage done to trains. 

But TfL says the service has improved this week 
with 75 per cent of trains now in operation, com¬ 
pared to less than half when the line was first hit 
by delays. 

Leaves on the line have caused train wheels to 
lock, damaging track and wheels. That means the 
trains, which are old, need repairing 

A spokesman said this week: “We normally have 
about 79 trains running daily and there are about 60 
now in operation. 

He was unable to say when a full service would 
be reinstated, adding: “We are a little way from get¬ 
ting the full service - we are still working on the 
trains and we can’t put a time limit on it.” 

Affected stations in Enfield include Arnos Grove, 

Southgate, Oakwood and Cockfosters. 

TfL added: “The longer leaf-fail period this year, 
coupled with the bad weather caused by Storm 
Angus, created conditions that caused a higher than 
usual proportion of our trains to be affected within 
a very short space of time. 

“We will be able to return more trains to the line 
each day. However, there is a backlog of trains. We 
are working to restore a full, timetabled service as 
quickly as possible.” 

TfL says passengers who have had their journeys 
delayed by 15 minutes or more will be refunded the 
full cost of the single fare for each affected journey. 

Refunds will be backdated to November 24.

GREEN-FINGERED young¬ 
sters at an Edmonton school 
have been hard at work trans¬ 
forming a plot of drab open 
space into a flowery wonderland.

Enfield Council’s cabinet 
member for education, chil¬ 
dren’s services and protection, 
Ayfer Orhan, said: “This is a 
brilliant project, which has 


allowed the children to partici¬ 
pate in a scheme that benefits 
the wider community.

Primetime _ restaurant review 

The art of good cooking

Nissi, Aldermans Hill, Palmers Green 


FROM the outside, Nissi might look like your 
average Mediterranean restaurant - but there is 
magic afoot in this unassuming eatery. 

For our first starter, we chose halloumi, grilled 
goat’s cheese with roasted tomato and mint, 
£4.95. Always a good benchmark test for any 
Mediterranean restaurant, this beautifully-made 
up stack was soft inside with a pleasantly chewy 
bite outside - just as it should be. 

Our second starter came from the specials 
board - an elegantly laid out plate of scallops 
with pea and mint puree, £9.95, which tasted 
every bit as good as it looked. 

With eyes as big as saucers, we tried to antic¬ 
ipate what our main courses would look like and, 
after the wonderfully professional presentation of 
our first courses, whether we might consider the 
mains too pretty to destroy. 

We were not disappointed. Nissi is that rare 
restaurant, able to make chicken souvlaki, 
chicken breast cubes with peppers and cour¬ 
gette, £7.95, look like a piece of art. The juicy and 
succulent lamb cutlets, herb crusted and char¬ 
coal grilled, £14.95, were also a sight to behold. 

The first bite was definitely with the eye and 


Nissi’s mains did not just look good, they were 
mouth-wateringly delightful — Mediterranean 
flavours bursting in our mouths. 

To accompany these dishes, we shared Greek 
salad, tomato, cucumber, pepper, red onion, 
olives and feta, £5.95, which was more than 
ample for two people and had the biggest, juici¬ 
est chunks of tomato we have ever tasted. 

We also ordered a bowl of Cyprus chips, 
hand-cut chips made using Cyprus potatoes, 
£3.75, which were fluffy on the inside and crispy 


on the outside - perfect. The complimentary 
baklava with home-made pistachio ice cream 
was a nice surprise to finish off a delicious 
meal overall. 

Where other Mediterranean restaurants fall 
down with presentation, Nissi has taken care. 
It’s not just about how the food tastes, but the 
overall gastronomic experience. 

That, combined with the wonderfully efficient 
and cheerful team, makes it no surprise that this 
family-run business is the talk of the town.

ARMED with a microscope, wellies and floppy hats, the 
cast burst on to the stage at artsdepot for the first night 
(Friday) of the hugely popular stage adaptation of We’re 
Going On A Bear Hunt. 

Based on the hit bedtime picture book written by 
Michael Rosen and illustrated by Helen Oxenbury, We’re 
Going On A Bear Hunt follows the intrepid adventures of 
a family and their dog, who decide to go on an adven¬ 
ture in search of a bear. 

They come up against a host of obstacles on their 
ambitious quest - whirling snowstorms, dark forests and 
thick, oozing mud. 

There’s not much to it story-wise. It contains the refrain 
familiar to many children: “We’re going on a bear hunt. 
We’re going to catch a big one. What a beautiful day! 
We’re not scared.” 

But this stage version is wonderfully vivid. 

The advantage that this cheerful adaptation has over 
the (slightly repetitive) book is amazing music and wildly 
entertaining actors who bring each scene to life. 

The dog - as well as rolling in bear poo - is a one-man 
band who plays the guitar, an accordion, kazoo, spoons, 
symbols and all other manner of child-loving noises. 

The baby is a puppet in a papoose - that comes 
out to “dance” - and the all-singing, all-dancing cast 
turn this into 55 wonderful minutes of great fun. 

Stepping through a river of buckets (cue water pistols 
to soak the gleeful audience), they wind up in the mud 
(and take part in a slapstick brown paint fight) before 
ending up in the bear’s cave after a forest detour and 
an unexpected snowstorm (with snow falling from 
the ceiling). 

This delightfully playful show is running at artsdepot 
until January 2 and comes highly recommended.

ROGUE ONE: A STAR WARS STORY 
(12A, 134 mins) 


T HE harsh realities of war - for the 
warriors on the battleground and 
those waiting nervously back 
home - are brought into sharp focus in 
the first spin-off anthology film from the 
Star Wars saga, which enriches the his¬ 
tory of the universe created by George 
Lucas before the arrival of Star Wars 
Episode VIII next December. 

Since Rogue One is a standalone 
storyline, Gareth Edwards’ film does not 


open with the iconic title credits crawl 
accompanied by a deafening blast of 
John Williams’ theme music. 

However, we are promised plenty of 
teasing references to the Star Wars uni¬ 
verse and might there be a fleeting cameo 
for Alden Ehrenreich as the young Han 
Solo, who will headline his own spin-off 
film directed by Phil Lord and Christopher 
Miller, due for release in May 2018? 

Based on an original script by Chris 
Weitz and Tony Gilroy, Rogue One unfolds 
in a galaxy far, far away shortly before the 
events of 1977’s Star Wars: Episode IV - 


A New Hope. The Galactic Empire begins 
construction of a new superweapon 
called the Death Star under the watchful 
eye of Darth Vader (voiced again by 
James Earl Jones) and weapons research 
director Orson Krennic (Ben Mendelsohn). 

If this behemoth becomes fully opera¬ 
tional, the Imperial Military will be able 
to destroy entire planets and crush 
all resistance to its relentless, power- 
hungry onslaught. 

The Rebel Alliance launches a decisive 
response and recruits Jyn Erso (Felicity 
Jones), whose estranged father Galen 


(Mads Mikkelsen) is somehow linked to 
the project. Jyn must steal the design 
schematics as part of a crack team 
including Cassian Andor (Diego Luna) and 
an enforcer droid called K-2S0 (Alan 
Tudyk), whose memory has been wiped. 

Clone Wars veteran Saw Gerrera (For¬ 
est Whitaker), pilot Bodhi Rook (Riz 
Ahmed) and skilled assassins Chirrut 
Imwe (Donnie Yu) and Baze Malbus (Jiang 
Wen) become embroiled in this titanic bat¬ 
tle between good and evil that could 
determine the fate of the Rebel Alliance.

S INCE its launch back in 2010, 
the Dacia Duster has been 
making something of a name 
for itself as a bargain basement com¬ 
pact SUV For the 2017 model year, 
the Romanian manufacturer has 
added a new, top-of-the-line trim 
level - known as Prestige - as well as 
the new, 1.2-litre, turbocharged four- 
cylinder petrol engine, which we 
tested on our mid-range Laureate- 
specification car. 

The Dacia Duster has always been 
an incredibly utilitarian-looking car. 
Its no-nonsense exterior is com¬ 
pletely devoid of any chintzy detail¬ 
ing or over-the-top styling cues. 
While this might sound like a recipe 
for a rather dull-looking car, in real¬ 
ity the opposite carries more sway. 

The Duster is a rather handsome 
thing and a handful of very subtle 
updates on the 2017 model year ver¬ 
sion, such as squarer headlights and a 


revised front bumper, help keep the 
car looking fresh. Dacia has also 
introduced a number of optional 
styling features to the Duster range 
that will allow customers to add that 
little bit something extra to their 
vehicle. These include new 16-inch 
Tyrol alloys, a Pennine green paint 
scheme and part-leather upholstery. 

Moving into the cabin, the Spartan 
approach to styling continues. All of 
the surfaces are either plastic or soft- 
touch plastic, but then you wouldn’t 
really expect luxurious materials in a 
car that costs as little as £9,495. The 
Duster isn’t the last word in build 
quality either, but the cabin’s rough 
and ready surfaces should be able to 
stand up to the most of the abuse 
family life can throw at them. 

So, while the Duster is by no means 
a car that has been built for posing, 
its un-aspirational, no-frills nature 
has always been one of the its more 
endearing features. 

When you boil it down, the Dacia 


Duster offers all the space an aver¬ 
age-sized family needs. There are 
five seats, plenty of headroom, a 
decent amount of legroom in the 
back and a 475-litre boot. With the 
rear seats folded down, cargo space 
in the boot is increased to 1,636 
litres. Thanks to a low boot lip, load¬ 
ing and unloading those heavier 
items in and out of the Duster is made 
that much easier. 

Children will find the three rear 
seats more than comfortable enough 
over longer journeys. Two adults 
won’t have a problem sitting in the 
back of the Duster either, although a 
middle seat occupant might start to 
get uncomfortable after a while. 

Surprisingly, for a car that is so 
basic, the Duster composes itself 
rather well on the road. Sure, it has 
heavy steering and the controls don’t 
feel great or provide a good level of 
feedback, yet through the corners 
there isn’t a huge amount of lean and 
its handling feels predictable.

It rides well over lumps and 
bumps, and is comfortable enough at 
motorway speeds. 

Our test vehicle was fitted with the 
new, 1.2-litre TCe 125 petrol engine, 
which is good for 123bhp. While the 
free-revving unit had plenty of grunt 
to get you up to speed in a fashion¬ 
able manner, we couldn’t help but 
feel that a diesel engine would suit 
the Dacia’s character better. While it 
is more expensive to buy, it will cost 
less to run in the long term. 

If you can get over the fact the 
Duster carries no badge prestige 
whatsoever, then it makes for quite a 
rational purchase. It’s cheap, com¬ 
fortable enough, comes with a decent 
amount of boot and interior space 
and, with the right engine and trans¬ 
mission combination, it won’t be too 
expensive to run. Families looking 
for a robust workhorse for the school 
run, dashing to the shops or even 
long-distance travelling will find the 
Duster an appealing proposition.

SKIPPER Hugo Lloris expressed 
his frustration following Tottenham 
Hotspur’s 1-0 defeat at Manchester 
United on Sunday. 

The hosts created the better 
chances in the match and probably 
deserved the victory which was 
given to them by Henrikh Mikhi- 
taryan’s goal late in the first half, 
but keeper Lloris was disappointed 
that Spurs ended up with nothing to 
show for their efforts. 

“It’s a bit frustrating because on 
the pitch we don’t feel they are better 
than us,” he said. “Of course, they 
have some talented and great players 
in their team, but we had good con¬ 
trol of the game and we were a bit 
unlucky with the goal because we 
lost the ball and they benefited 
straight away with the one-on-one 
from Mikhitaryan. 

“That’s football and that can hap¬ 
pen.

maximum points when they host 
struggling Hull City. 

The Belgian international defender 
made his first start for almost two 
months at Old Trafford after over¬ 
coming a knee injury and success¬ 
fully completed the full 90 minutes, 
but he admits that his joy at being 
back in action was rather dampened 
by the result of the match. 

He said: “Everyone is gutted, 
everyone is sad because we could 


get at least a point, so that’s frus¬ 
trating. We have to put that frustra¬ 
tion and anger to one side and use it 
in the right way. We can’t change 
this, so we have to use it in the right 
way and try to get three points at 
home against Hull. 

“I feel very good, fit and happy to 
get the 90 minutes and I felt I was 
strong enough to do what I wanted 
to do until the end, so I’m happy 
with that.”
